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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To simplify the transport and execution of a 
vegetation mat by housing 

vegetation materials and seeds in a recess formed in 
lengthwise and widthwise 

directions on a shape retaining member made of a high water 
absorption 

material, covering the recess with a water soluble sheet 
and further covering 

at least one side of the mat with a nonaqueous resin net. 

CONSTITUTION: A material comprising an organic material 
such as high water 

absorption polymer and an adhesive material as kneaded, is 
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grooved like 

grating, thereby forming a shape retaining member 2 having 
recesses (a) in both 

lengthwise and widthwise directions. Then, a vegetation 
material 3 comprising 

a mixture of a compost, a soil improvement agent, a 
chemical fertilizer and the 

like, and plant seeds 4 are housed in the recesses (a) . 
Also, the recesses (a) 

are covered with a water soluble sheet 5. Furthermore, at 
least one side of 

the shape retaining member 2 is covered with a nonaqueous 
resin net having 

meshes allowing the growth of a plant, thereby forming a 
vegetation mat. The 

vegetation mat 1 so formed is fixed to the face of a slope 
or the like, using 

an anchor or the like. According to the aforesaid 
construction, it is possible 

to obtain a vegetation mat allowing an easy transport and 
application . 
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
